alarums,” how ia it that there is not a like 
pitch of enthusiasm ? Is it that there are no 
pretty housemnids to fascinate, and no 
gaudy uniform withal to do it? Or is it that 
the Briton in the Far East is made of differ- 
ent stuf? We are not submittiag these as 
alternatives. We hasten to add that the 
necessity of cither'answer: is not apparent, 
The probability is that, taking. a right 
average of per ceutago to population, the 
volunteer movement in these parts is ad 
well supported as, if not better than, it is 
elsewhere, Our communities ure numeri- 
cally small, and the per centage of eligibles 
ig not nearly so great’ in Shanghai and 
Hongkong as ‘people might t

enemics. Whut great training was needed 
to fight a few Chinese, some potential 
Volunteer may be imagined to have asked. 
There is another point to which our‘atteu- 
tiou bas lately turned, the possibility that 
those who seem to have taken the Volunteer 
-wovement to heart may have been defeating 
their own ends. At Shnuighai, whore, some- 
what tardily, they are piving électoral 
privilegus to those who volunteer for public 
service, it has been repeatedly und publicly 
announced that. a man who is fit to make a 
volunteer and does not, is a worthless 
‘citizen, This, apart from its untruth, is 
scarcely the way to attract the sympathetic 
attention of outsiders. At Hongkong, His 
Excellency the Governor bas made ‘it his 
particular interest to foster the movement 
locally ; and in his recent speech we soem 
to tletect un underlying disappointment 'that 
such high official countenance should have 
been productive of no greater result. In 
this connection, wo may quote a passage 
from the just issued report of the Hongkong 
Rifle Association. In it, the hou. sec, Mr. 
Mowsrar §. Nortucore says: “ The 
formation of the (Hongkong Volunteer 
Rifle) Association has deprived us of many 
possible members who might have done 
much to stimulate this Association and 
revive its flagging interest in the sport of 
rifle shooting, and in view of the establish- 
ment of-thia rival Aasociation and of the 
proposal to form «Volunteer Hifle Club 
which will absorb most, if not’ all, of our 
active members, the question arises whether 
the time has not, now come when thia 
Association must cease to exist.” At pre- 
Bent, there seeus little occasion -to comment, 
on that. It seoms sufficiently eluquent by 
itself, and reading it, many will iorm an 
opinion of the ‘stute of things locally which 
subsequent. circumstances mity or mty not 
prove to be.u correct one.

Tho annus general meeting of the association 
will be held at Volunteer Hoadqnartors (by 
pormission of Major Pritchard, Commandant), 
on Thureday, tho 30th March 1905, ot 5.50 
o'clock p.m. for the purpose of passing the 
accounts ond electing 9 new committes and 
officers for 1905. : :

His Worship delivered judgment in this 
ease as follows :—~ — te ute 
The defendunts, Morsrs. Panchard, Lowther 
and Company, were summoned before me for 
unlawfally using. cargo bosts.in the waters 
of tha Colony without a licence contrary to 
Ordinaneo 10 of 1899, and the regulations 
mado under the authority of the said Ordinance, 
Xt was contended by tho defendants that tho 
cargo boats, the subject matter of tho charge, 
wore the proporty of the Lords Commissionors 
of the ‘Admiralty, and not the property of the 
defondants. i 
In support of this contention the solicitor 
for the defendants put in s copy of a section 
of the contract made betweon the Lords 


Commissionora of the Admiralty aud tho 
defendants, Messrs, Punchord, Lowther and 
Company ‘Tho section is as follows :— 

“Until the complotion of tho works to be 
carrividl out under this contract, all temporary 
buildings, appliances, p!ant, and machinery of 
all description provided by the contractor for 
use on the works shall, from the time they aro 
placed on any part of the site set apart by the 
Civil Engineer-in-Chief for the works at Hong- 
kong, become the absolute property of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty’ (but subject 
to the use thereof by tho contractor or any 
other person or porsons—cmployed on his bebalf) 
and shall not be removed from any of the sitos 
—without the previons consent in writing of 
the Civil Engineer-in-Chicf. On tho fivat 
completion of the works the whole of the tem- 
porary buildings, appliances, &o., &e,, referroit 
to in this clauso shall be removed by and at the 
cost of the Contractor, and upon.such removal 
sholl rovest in and become tho property of the 
Contractor.” . 

It will be observed from tho above section of 
thie agreement that before any property rests 
in the Lords Commissioners of tho Admiralty 
it ino condition precedent that it should only. 
vest “from the time they are placed on suy 
part of the site.” By no stretch of langusgo- 
or juggling with words can a cargo boat used. 
for conveying materials to these works be 
rogarded as haying been “ placed on any part 
of tho site.” 

I am moreover of opinion that it was not in 
the contemplation of the partieast the time of 
making this agreement that vessels used in 
conveying materials should be included in the 
said section. ; 

Assuming foy the purposes of argument that 
thore is an ambiguity os to the meaning of the 
words “ placed on ang part of the aite”” it is a 
rule of construction that on ambiguity is to 
ba construed most strictly againat the promisee 
aud in-favour of tho liberty of the promiser. 

I am therefore of opinion thattho cargo boats, 
the subject matter of this charge, are the 
property of the defendants and not tho property 
of the Lords Commissionors of the Admiralty. 

By tho regulations made under the Ordinance 
it ia deduc+d that all cargo boats must be duly 
licensed, 

J therefore convict the defendants. As the 
present proceedings are in the naturo of a test 
case, I propose inflicting » uominal penalty of, 
85. 

Mr. Wilkinson, solicitor for the defendants 
—I beg to make an appli cation, under Section 
97, for Your Worship to review your decision 
that these cargo boats do not come within the 
meaning of the word “ plant.” 

His. Worship—They must be placed on the 
site. : 

“Mr. Wilkinson —Tho only witness said that 
the cargo boats were included: in the word 
“ plont,” and were placed upon the site, I take 
it that the very edmirsion made by my friend—,, 

His Worship—I told you that no admission 
was binding on me. 

Mr. Wilkineon—To properly constrne & 
document the first thing is to find out 
whet was the. intention of the parties, Tho 
intention was evidéntly this:—Tc case of the 
firm failing, everything in connoction with 
doing the work should revert to the 
Admiralty, Thos» cargo boats were purchased 
expressly for the work, so. it is abundantly 
cloar that they form part ofthe plant, It 
wonld suit my clients almirably if your 
docision were correct: ‘The site, however, is 
the whole area of the dock, and at one time 
consisted of land covered by water. It is all

i: 2let February, 

‘The strike in the Ruhr district bas ot lost 

come to a” ond through want of funds. Ats 
meoting of tho men’a delegates on Feb. Sth the 
following resolation, which I give ina condens- 
ed form, wns passed with only six dissentiont 
votes out of 183: : , 
3 “ Wheross the domineering attitade (Herren- 
slandpunkt] assumed by the masters in porsis- 
tently refasing toonter into negotiations is not 
Jikely to bo’ shaken for the present, and 
whorens a continuation of the struggle would 
most seriously affect the economic conditions 
of the ontiro. district and domand sacrifices 
fromthe men which wo do not feet justified in 
imposing, and whereas public opinion has 
expressed itself almost unanimously in favonr 
of the men, and government has under tho 
influence of their recont imposing manifesta- 
tions announced its intention of introducing o 
bill in the Reichstag for the establishment of 
trade chambers, the legalisation of the trade 
organisations and tho amendment of the present 
mining laws on the following linos :-— 

1. Regulation of the working hours. 

2, Prohibition or at any rate limilotion of 
overtime, 

3,- Reform of the rules and regulations of the 
ininers benefit funds. 

4. Revision of the prosont opprocsire list of 
fines. 

5, Abolition of “nulling.” 

6, Eloction of men’s committecs to take, part 
in tho managoment of tho funda and to assint 
in h eating and sottling griovances. 

It is hereby resolved that work nt all the 
pits be resnmed*to-morrow morning. Should 
government howover fail to fulfil its promises, 
wa reserve to ourselves the right of agnin. 
calling out the men, and desirete impress upon 
thom ‘the nocessity of strengthening their 
organisations in order to be propared for 
future emergencies.” 

. This decision met at first with violent 
opposition on the part of the men, on overwholm- 
ing majority refusing to abide by it, 
stigmatising their leaders os traitors to the 
cause, ond committing excesses of s more 
or, less serious. nature. It was feared at ono 
time that the military wou'd have to bo 
called out after alll, but this fortunately provod 
onnecessary, as theexcitement gradually calmed 
down, the men returning to work, reluctantly 
butin increasing numbers, and I om glad to 
any that: work st almost all the pits is onco more 
in full swing. Tho mastors have in.some in- 
stances attempted {6 reduce woes, and to refuse 
to reinstate somo of the ringloadere, but they 
have on the whole met the men in a liberal 
spirit, and havo in many cases advanced the neunl 
payday in order to alleviste the prevailing 
distrers, ‘I'he bodies of policemen and. gens- 
darmex which had been drawao from other places 
in sapport of the local foroo aro now being ent 
home. - . : 

Thestrikesin Silesinand other partsof Gormany 
whither the infection had aprond, aro also dying 
out, bub in Belgium the mon are still holding 
aloof, whilst in Russia and Poland things seem 
to be going from bad to worse, the movement 
assuming more ond more a political. and 
in the latter country even a distinctly notions! 
obsracter. Many hands in St Petorsburg 
that had returned to work after that torrible 
22 of January have again thrown it up, whilst 
in Morcow and in the South no ssttlement has 
cyot been arrived at, and encounters with the 
military ore the order of the day, In Warsaw, 
Lodz ond other contres of industry in Po‘and 

the masters are offering to make concessions, 

but to no purpose, as racial hatred is becoming 
on important fector in the struggle; and, as 
already stated above, it is no longer s simple 
question of wages. Frequent. conflicts with the 
troops bave led to considerable bloodshed and 
numerous arrests, followed, if report speak trae, 
*oy numerous executions within ths walls of the 
citadel in Warmaw. In fact the entire popula. 
tion of European Russia would appear to be 
in» state of forment, and tho cruel assassi- 
notion of the Grand Duke Sergius in 
Moscow last week shows once more to 
what lengths fhe extr: mists are propsred: to- 
go. It is tobe feared that undor the circum- 
‘stances the messures of reform which the 
Tzar is contemplating and which arq now under 
discussion wil} not suffice to restore order. 

ANGLO-GERHAM RELATIONS. 

The relations between England and Ger- 
meny continae to be discussed in the press of 
both countries, and Tam glad to be able to 
state that even some of the most anglophobe 
organs here re beginning to rogret and to 
blame the animosity displayed towards Great 
Britain during the wer in South Africa; thoy

Start- 
ing naturally with o reference to the war and 
its causes. the coromitteo state that thore is no 
force yet known in” human experience to unite 
pations and races more pawortul thon education 
and t hristian charity, The Chinese have now 
recognized that without Western knowledge 
they cannot hope to contend with foreign 
ontions, either Hastorn or Western. But they 


ore finding it mach easior to got instruction in [- 


Japon thua to go to Europe or America, 

thongh large numbers of thera still go to, these 

Intter. About 100 students from each of the 

18 provinces have been sent to Japan to learn 

the secret of Japanese: prosperity. In-Shang- 

hai 50 different book shops, with agencies all 

over the Empire, are devoted to the sale of 

literature obtained through Japan,. A new 

anti-foreign and anti-Mancha orgunizstion has 

arisen, called the ‘ Orchard Society,” and. is | 
carrying on @ parely Chinesa propaganda in 

Honan and the surroundiag provinces while 

neither force nor money can smppress the unti- 
dynantio rebellion in Kwengsi which has con- 
tinued for several years. Four great religions 
movements, the ‘report explains, hove .in- 
fiuenced the Far Enst, ‘Tho first. was the 
form of Buddbiem known asthe “ Mahayana 
Schovl.” — ‘The second was the influence 
of the Nestorian sect, which 1,900 years 
ago rerred to transform Taoism from 4 
magical superstition to an ethical system. Tho 
third was the work of the Jesuits in the time 
of the Emperor Kanghi. The fourth is 
modern Christianity. Apart from what is 
being done by orthodox and Roman Catholic 
missions; the Protestant woigeivnaries number 
about 2,780 of both sexes, with 6,300 native 
men and women workers, There ure 112,000 
communicants, ond the wholo' native Christion 
community is reckoned at about half a million. 
There are 170 high schools and ‘colleges, 1,819 
day echools, and 40,000 pupils. Special men- 
tion is mado of an event which appened in 
Shan-tung in 1904, The local missionaries 
invited the officials, the leaders of Confucianism, 
Buddhism, and Taoism, &c., to a ¢ouference to 
consider how to ravive religion in 
Over 30 Mandarins avd about 100 religious 
authorities attended and took part in an 
amicable discussion. One of the gentry, 9 
non-Christian, proposed that the mivsionvries, 
as experts in religion, sbould be inviled to 
soperintond this work in the new Government 
schools. The Shan-tung missionariea were 
asked,to select three of their uamrr to meet 
the governor of the province 40 as 10 consider 
how best to prevent misunderstandings between 
Chriatian missions and the authorities, The 
governor said he woald be giud to have copies 
of tho New ‘Testament to present to his 
subordinates. ; :

A growing idea is that all living forms— 
oven plants, fishes and insocts—must develop 
some bodily heat, oyen though the amount be 
vory small... Bringing togethor various obser 
vations, a French entomologist, A. Acloque. 
finds that a thermometer thrust jato an ant hill 
las shown arise of five degrees, that bechives 
aro warmer than the outer air in winter, and 
that when. the bess were agitated the hives 
have grown so hot ag to melt the wax, One 


_| observer has noted that creatures giving off the 
rlenst leat have greatest resistance. Cuterpillars 


may be frozen to brittleness ond muy exist 
for weeka in n cake of ice, yet muy become 
active again on thawing out. On the otlior 
hand, insects muy live in intense heat. termites 
and others ‘in Brazil and elsewhors being 
active on the burving aand under a vertical sun. 
This resistance to great heut and cold is sot 
understood, and isp fuct. it may be added, that 
should be kept in mind by those who speculate 
on the possible life of other worlds. 


Earthquakes often have more than ong focus 
or appirent sources. Pointing this out. Dr. C. 
Davidson notes that in Great Britain onc 
edrthqnake in every twenty is a twin, with two 
distinet foci, and ‘that the strongest shocks 
have had thid character. The distance between 
the epicentera varies from four to twouty-three 
miles, the average for seven recent -earth- 
quakes being between ten and ‘eleven niles, 
‘The foci seen to bo a! different p ints on the 
same fault, aud the phenomenon is + vidontly 
‘not dug to refraction, reflection or division of 
the earth waves. 

Healing fogetber and mixing thoroughly 05 
parts of coal-tar ofl and 4 purts of asphalt, from 
conl-tar is recommended by a German authority 
for a xoliablo liquid to preserve wood from mold 
and dry rot.” It gives a fino brown colour, and 
is waterproof. 

An important advance in deep-sea surveying, 
saving much of the labour of present methods, is 
claimed for the acoustic sounding of H. Berg- 
graff, a Norwegian engineer. The depth is 
estimated from tha time taken by sound to travel 
to the bottom and back, the echo from 2,00) fect 
baing received in one second, and th- apparatus 
consists of a transmitter, an acoustic receiver 
and a chronometer. ‘Thetranemitter is u slowly 
revolving disc which at, etch revolution closes 
an electric circuit. and energizes 4 magnet oper- 
ating a vibrating armature. At each contact a 
sound ig sant to the bottom of the sea, and the 
vibrations are tuned to the only pilch to which 
the specially constructed. receiving microphons 
will respond. In‘ accurate work, the time of 
contact end that of the return of the sound are 
registered with grent precision on the revolving 
drum of a chronograph. 

Roeant gales and high tides have ‘reminied 
the Englishman that his little island is beiog 
gradually swallowed up by the sea, It has beea 
found that Great Britain Jost 148,906 acros 
between 1867 and 1880, nud 29,355 acros be- 
tween 1880 and-1890.

A teu-onnce mass will support a 
man in water, and the substance is expected to 
becomefuseful for life saving apparatus, and is 
even looked upon as the probable futury stufiug 
for all ships’ beds.

THE PHILIPPINES. 


7 Ae Geneeeirene 
THOROUGH SURVEY RECOMMENDED. 
The President on 7th February revt the 


‘following Message to Congress :— 


‘To the Sennte and Honse of R. presenta. 
lives :—Ciretimstancex have placed under the 
control of this Gorernmant the Philippine 
Arebipelago, The islands of that group provnt 
as many interesting nnd novel qarstions with 
reapect to their gealogy and mineral resources 
as any region of the world. At my request the 
National” Academy of Soiances appointed o 
committee to consider and ‘ysport upan the 
desirability of instituting scientific explorat‘ons 
of the Philippine Is'ands, The report of this 
coumittee, together with the report: of the 
Board on Scientific Surveys of the Philippine 
IsJands, including the draft of a Bill providing 
for strveys of the Philippiae Istands, which 
Board was appointed by me, after receiving the 
report of the committea appointed by the 
National Academy of Scieneo, with insirnctions 
lo’prepare sneh estimates and make snuck suc- 

ions os might appear to it pertinent in the 
circumstances, acenmpani-s tha Message. 

The scientific surveys.which whould be taken 
go far beyond any surveys or explorations 
which the Government of the Philippine 
Inlands, howover self-supportiog, eonld ho ex- 
pected to make. Thess surveys, while, of 
course, boneficial to the people of the Philippine 
Islands, should bo wndartaken ns a nations) 
work for tho information not merely of the 
people of the Philippine Islands, but of the 
poople of this country and of the world. Only 
preliminary explorations have yet been mail in 
the archipelago, and it should be a matter of 
pride 'to the Govornment of the Unitad States 
fully to investigate and to describe the entire 
region. 

So far as may ba convenient and- practical 
the work of this survey should ba conducted in 
harmony with that of the proper bureaus of the 
Government of the Philippines, but it shonld 
not be under the control of the authorities in 
the Philippines, for it should be undertaken as 
a national work, and subjart to a board to he 
appointed by Congress or the President. The 
plan transmitted recommends simultancous 
surveys in different branches of research, 
organised on 1 co-operative basis. This would 
tend to completeness. avoid duplication, and 
render the work more ecouomicul thou if the 
exploration were underteken piscemeal. _.No 
such organised surceys have ever yet been 
attempted anywhere, but the idea is in harmony 
with modern scientific snd industrial methods. 

I recommend, therefore, that provision be 
made for the appointment of s board of aurveys 
to superintend the national snrceys and explora. 
tions to ba muda in the Philippine Islands, and 
that appropriation be made from time to time 
to must the necessary expenses of such inves- 
tigetion. It i¢ not probable that the survey 
would be completed ina less period than that of 
cight or ten years, but it is well that it should 
be begin inthe uear future, The Philippine 
Commission ‘and those responsible for the 
Philippine Government aze properly anxious 
that the survey should not be considered as an 
expense of that Government, but shonld ba 
carsiat on nnd treated usa national duty-in the 
interest of science. 5
